Interest in the trading in the market 
for outside securities during the past 
week was confined to a very few issues 
which were particularly prominent in an 
otherwise dull market. At the beginning 
of the week the amount of daily transac- 
tions was very small, and the market 
was dull, with a tendency, 80 far as it 
showed any tendency, toward lower 
prices. It was most irregular at the mid- 
dle of the week, and then on the last two 
days assumed new strength and in a 
number of issues closing prices showed 
substantial improvement over the figures 
of the previous Saturday. The net gains 
amounting to 1 point or more were more 
numerous than the declines, and most of 
the stocks that were fairly active showed 
some improvement in price. Very little 
disposition was shown to take any active 
part in the market, which was, so to 
speak, left to itself. There was a certain 
amount of forced selling and a little buy- 
ing of stock by persons attr4t@ted by the 
relatively low prices prevailing in a num- 
ber of issues, but the public generally 
seemed to be waiting. Until the Stock 
Exchange market takes a more decided 
course and becomes more active, it does 
not probable that trading in the 
outside market will assume large propor-

Nothing has yet occurred 
to show that the position of the New Am- 
sterdam Company is other than it has 
been practically from the beginning of 
the fight, although the friends of the 
stock maintain that developments favor- 
able to the New Amsterdam Company 
are near at band. Those inclined to less- 
en the worth of these stocks point to the 
fact that the New Amsterdam Company’s 
capitalization is proportionally very 
much larger than those of the other com- 
panies, and that in any consolidation 
practically the only one of the New Am- 
sterdam issues that would be considered 
would be the bonds, which they say fully 
represent the value of the company’s 
property, or nearly so. On the other 
hand it is maintained that the strategic 
position of this company adds very con- 
siderably to the value of its property and 
that there is no reason why the stock of 
the company sheuld be ignored. Ags far 
as appears, the gas situation in so far 
as the New Amsterdam Gas Company is 
concerned remains unchanged. In some 
quarters it is believed that the strength 
of the New Amsterdam stock at the close 
of the week was the result of mere ma- 
nipulation. 

Rubber Goods was prominent among 
the industrials and made a net gain of 
2%, points in the common and a fractional 
net gain in the preferred stock. Late in 
the week it was announced that after 
much litigation an agreement had been 
reached in regard to the Tillinghast pat- 
ents covering the manufacture of rubber 
tires between the Diamond and Goodyear 
Companies and the owners of the pat- 
ents. A three-quarters interest ine the 
Tillinghast patents is held by the Rub- 
ber Goods Manufacturing Company, and 
it is believed that the earnings of that 
company will be very considerably in- 
creased as a result of the agreement 
which has just been reached. The result 
of the agreement will be a large advance 
in the price of tires, and it will also de- 
termine the amount of royalties to be 
paid by the companies manufacturing 
tires under the Tillinghast patents. The 
increase in the earnings of the Rubber 
Goods Company from these two sources 
will, it is estimated, amount to about 
$500,000 a year. 

Standard Oil was prominent throughout 
the week. It advanced steadily and with 
practically no reactions from 498 to 520. 
Just at the close it dropped back to 518, 
and ended the week there, with a net 
gain of 20 points. Rumors of very large 
extra dividends to be declared in the near 
future accompanied the advance in the 
stock, and these reports were again 
strengthened by continued buying by in- 
siders. 

None of the copper stocks were active. 
Amalgamated Copper sold in small 
amount around 83, and closed at 82% 
bid, a net loss of a quarter of a point. 
British Columbia Copper declined 114 
points, to 9, and closed at 9 bid. Supe- 
rior and Boston, which was recently put 
on the curb, remained at \ bid, but there 
was little or no trading in the stock. The 
company owns some 360 acres of ore land 
south of Lake Superior, formerly owned 
by the Fond du Lae Company. It is said 
that a good deal of preliminary work 
has been done, but the company is not 
yet producing ore. 

The electric stocks were all somewhat 
weak. Vehicle common went off to 40 
and lost 3 points net. The preferred suf- 
fered a net loss of 16 points, closing at 
55 bid. All the transportation stocks 
were lower, as was also Electric Axle.
